Train Wreck 
Record For Day 


Bad Smash up Near Ham: 
ilton-Winnipeg Flyer

Portage la Prairie, May 8.—A ‘smash 
up took place in the C.P.R. yards here 
between the yard engine and a wrecking 
train from Winnipeg, in which Engineer 
Daniel B. MacDonald of Winnipeg, in 
charge of the wrecker engine No. 1315, 
was fatally injured and died in the hospi- 
tal.

Regina, May 7.—An important rail- 
way case was decided by the full court 
of the Northwest last week, which 
places the liability for damages caused 
by railway trains starting fires on the 
prairies, upon the railway companies.
